The Inception of Sewanee 



I IsT the summer of t&^S the Board of Trustee* of lire proposed " (MfWltty of the South rn fyou have perhaps h*aid of 
Cliis Board of Trustees before— but never mind) held its second ratline at Beersheoa ^]mnj(», which is sobeAbu- 
folly mi baud oil the Cnml^rlairi Plateau, and HI « thai rime a great stimuier resort for th? planters in LttrillHM 
and Mississippi. 

Wn charming were the views, so pure the Water, and so ildightni] was the climnteof Beersheba, that titan? of 
the most, influential trustee* inclined to accept a fin.' Tract of land whkh ™ offered thcin for the University on the MB* 
plateau at a P W known asSewairte, or the Mother MOttBteln (as Biatjop DjulDttrd used to say. " Whal better name "iijld 
be found for a boyt' school"), which had the advanUire uf being directly on the new and remni-leabLe mountain rail**] 
just built to connect the Nashville & Chattanooga road wtth the coal mine* at Tracy City, So it was decided that a v<>m- 
luittee should visit this, site after (he adjournment of the hoard, and report to the .text meeting. 

Accordingly Hisbop Folk, of LottWaii*. aud Bishop lv11iou. of Georgia, with a number of ritfgyiKI and laymen, wen.- 
requested um\*i\ Sewanec on their W»y home. Colonel Rutledfe, Colore! Coly*T, Mr. Ratill and Mr. Tracy, the founder 
of thee™i-min»iK *iiy bearing hi- mint, all of them knowing ilie mountain* well, volunteered to mat* tlte arrangcinem>- 
and be the guide* em the occasion, ~ 

It was a gloria Jay Ln July wh*n ihe committee Look the train at Tracy City, and after a twelve-mile ruu stopped at ^ 
t most unpromising looking log hniu* Ln the woods, an J thee* found the gentlemen awaiting then., ready to show the 
wonders and beaulie * of the plalcau to'tbe already autlinrfaalfe trbitees. They harl with Litem about thirty saddled bOfae* 
three el them for ladies, as the Bishop* had their daughter* with Hum. and it wjm a merry troop that Muted for their long 
ride thnrngh Ihe unbroken forest. University View. Moron's. Suep, Clara' * Point, Far Chalybeate, Knlledge Point. 
Gretm'i View and other places, all then unknown, except to » few, and all without name, rem visited, the party gaily 
trotting through the wucmIs regardless of briers and thickets. h™,elies aud logs. I«i»t only upon viewing ihe beauties of 

this, fair Canaan. 

After about twenty miles of rough ridin K . it «« refreshing when they halted on (be rocks ahoy** bold inrrng, where 
stood, a cabin aud before it. under the shade of the big trees, n sumptuous dinner was > 3 3r*ad. They visited the btauiifLiI 
spring (DO* kbowb as Polt Spring, often milled TremlettJ.a^d |he water, then flowiiyj boldly, unco.LbT.rd by modern 

improvement*, was pjnHiitiiwfd (lie bet Ln tliL- world. 

By the time the party ™aehed Dechcr«i. it was pretty folly settled in the winds of tlte committee tmat ■ unanimous 
vote would Ine Kiven for SefNnee. lu fact>they, like the spies of J^hua. gave such glowing accounts of all things. Men. aud 



threw such a bakh of pcdhibiliiics around the rite, that In 1*50 It was. decided to acttpt ihe ten thousand acre* ol lutd, and 
ttic charter front ihe Slate of Tennessee, and put Lhe I'niversity at Sewanee. The corner atom* was not to be laid until 
$500,000 was in hand, ;nul Sjoo.ooo more had I wen promised towards (he limning of the endowment. Bishops Folk am) 
Elliott were the Ctttttalwlooera appointed to raise iIilh money, and., in two winters' •rorfc, from only the two ULraceses of 
Louisiana and Mississippi, ibe mm was raised, and October 10, r.«fio, was the day fiwl for laying the corner stone. 

The summer of "fig. was taken up with preparations ter ihe great evcul t and in order 10 be on tin? spot to direct things , 
Bishop Polk built a somnier home where the Fairbanks residence how stands, and Bishop Elliott' f house was. hnilt mi the 
ipoi now occupied hy the ITU Chapter house, IiivitniuHJM. were scattered broadcast over ill* land. On the present site 
of Treudett stood a l«n K , lui*- houhc composed of log cabins jrninftd together by halls, with broad, covered piazsas running 
all a round r and known ax the Sewanee. Hotel, For ihv nx-r^ion llunic piazzas were covered in with canvas, and cOls 
were pined in long rows to accommodate the distinguished quests. On the night of October o, out under the slars, Dr. 
Cnniuard.of Memphis, nail l")r. Young, of St, John's Churolw S=b- York, both of them afterwards di^.iiijiuisricd Southern 
ttbdiops, led the band and tbe impromptu choir throuKh thr :rmhica1 intricacies of the Te !>mni and the Gforia in Extfttit,. 
in prcparallnM :or 'he next day. 

The tenth was? an ideal day — such ■ I .■ y-. .is w v re Oily had " before the war " — and from c--"-1y dawn people by hundreds 
could lie si.en arriving from the valleys, on foot, on horses, in buggies and wagons, and the irnm* were arriving every hour 
frnni Tracy and Dcchcrd filled with people, all gathered ntgethcT iu the number of nearfcy ten thousand,, in wonderment at 
thai which was about to be inaugurated. At eleven o'clock I be pox^ssioH formed in the open ground where the Hoffman 
o,,w stands and moved through the forest to a knoll, now the «nter »f what is known as The Louisiana Circle, where the 
cornerstone, which was. of Tennessee marble beautifully polished, was, to l>e laid. A splendid sight it was, those uoblo- 
InakioK Southern Bishop* in. ilieir robes., followed by the clergy in their vestments, and hundreds of [imminent laymen, 
conspicuous among them Culcmel John S. Preston, of South Carolina, the orator of the day, Comoiandef Maury, of Ibe 
foiled SLares N-av^. and mans- ;.::..■- who were deeply interested io the scheme of founding our " Southern Ostford," as 
tlivy always called the cuoiinfc University. The absence of Colonel Robert E. Lee was greatly deplored, as he had been 
selected as (lit most fining in^in u> be the first Vice Chancellor. 

After the impressive ceremony of laying *l^ corner stone, the Bishop and clergy laid aside their vestments, and the 
crowd surged toward ibu gruat *hcd -vhieh had bet-ii erected for the oration. Here on a raised plutform alone end the 
difsllaries took their seats, and the speaker w,i* introduced by Bishop Otey. CoIoikI Picston , s stj^ech »ai one or the 
finest pieces of omitwv t-ver heard in. Ibis ^uniry, and his arraign ntent of the party that was about 10 force war upon 
ihe taation was soJtmii and magnificent , The crowds cheered hhn to the echo, and this old raounlain top bag never sine* 
taeu any more eTHhn.*ias.lic or carried away by glowing word> of Irnth than on that oeeasicn. 

The oration o^r-, all the guests moved to anuibet large shed where the dinner was handsomely served by a caterer 
front Njflhvfite. wtlk ihe band played palrtolte ai« outside. The long Irain* W«e waiting at the depot to cart y the crowds 
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iiw;iv. hut niuiLV of the guests remained yet anotlicr iiljjIu, so charmed were (hey by their novel surroundings and so 
enthusiastic over the gnt undertaking, 

U'hu l Il:ll saw it can ever forget the delight Hit Bishops felt when the grand HLnet««i wa> successfully -over, how 
eteefill thev were, how confident ! Yet L even then, ilwie was a feeling as of a great danger n*ar at. hand, a y awning chasm 
which alL feared to look upon, for that very dny their orator had sounded 110 uncertain ucrte as 10 what would hap|ieii if 
AhTitham l.iinL-uli] wan ulected ' Alas. H--- in'it |il:ici- nn .Vovetnljer 6,one short mouth after the Ityluj of the tomer stone, 
and the r*»tuf lli* oft -told tale- is too well known, how the war rolled over Hie land, the endowment was enlLnely swept 
■away, the iwideiHtjs oti Hi* mountain wctc burned, the comer-atoue blown to pieces by the Federal troop*. Wltn pence 
was once mni-e rttfiurwl. five of toe grand old hishop* had been C*tted to their rest. Tlie Dnifflrruly was saved by the 
heroic frith Uftd wort of the new Bishop of Tennessee the Hi. Rev. Charles Todd fjumtard. to whom alt haiior is dm.- for 
gathering up the nagioeitts Hal remained, and getting together in artfig an enthusiastic faculty, who 0"e and all worked 
heart and soul Tin tlw develuptneut of th-c great idea. 

The University is still without endowment, save that eudownunl of loyalty and love borne her by her faithful aO»S, 
and kt u* hope the day is pear at hand when they ahn.1l reraenilrtr her substantially and site shall lie home upon the Wave* 
of pro&perity far beyond jl11 present expectations. and will be un this country the great conservative centre of all best 
things. '' II- S.

Darymple, everyone lumws, was* an odd fellow, uiuch given to the study of useless philosophy and eulls whU-h he 
termed esoteric.

and, until Rharaiu Gith arrived, he had no particular friend, willt the possible exception of myself.
